DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14, 16-22, 24-28, and 30-39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's 
amendments filed May 18th, 2009, the Examiner finds the claimed invention to be 
patentably distinct from the prior art of record. The prior art does not teach all of the 
limitations of the independent claims in combination with the other elements presented. 

The prior art of record teaches overload management including input rejection of 
client requests in a server system (see Krishnan, abstract, col. 5, lines 5-19, and fig. 3). 
Furthermore, the prior art of Smith teaches a method for preventing overload of a 
network server by monitoring a server operation parameter (Smith, col. 2, lines 50-62) 
where the operation parameter is derived from a combination of the server throughput 
with the server latency (Smith, col. 5, lines 51-66; see col. 8, lines 22-49 formulations). 

However, as per claims amended claims 1-14, 16-22, 24-28, and 30-39, the prior 
art fails to teach an overload management method that evaluates a first condition 
involving a threshold passing in a first direction, evaluates a parameter passing a 
second threshold in a second direction opposite the first that extends from the first to 
the second value, starting input request rejection upon verification of a third condition

that involves determining a grace period subsequent to the first condition verification 
where the second condition has not been verified, and finally terminating input request 
rejection upon verification of a fourth condition related to the second condition 
verification . These limitations distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art of 
record when taken in the environment of the full claim language.
